Bennett insisted that he was both 
serious and sincere.

No Square Deal in T»ft Meaaure, 
Mr. Bennett declared th* reciproc- 


ity measure passed by the house 
was not equitable and would not 
please the majority of the people. 
For 
instance,, he said, it placed 


wheat on the free .list but kept a 
duty on flour; It put cattle on''the 
free list but maintained a duty on 
meat and meat products. 


Mr, Bennet, who is from New York 


city, asserted that city people wanted 
benefits from finished products. 
He 


insisted he would, agk for considera- 
tion of his resolution in the commit- 
tee on foreign, affairs of which he is 
a member.

Another lotion highly recommended 


by a physician is made from one dram 
of brandy and one ounce of water.

wealth of the community in which he 
lives. 
Therefore a-problem that con- 


fronts the community is how to keep 
the man healthy. As a solution Mrs. 
Crane discussed civic housekeeping, 
declaring that the-saving of money is 
not always economy and that too oft- 
en what should be the business of 
every official is no one's business and 
that not until an epidemic of contas- 
lous disease, specifically typhoid fev- 
er, appears there is an utter indiffer- 
ence-on the part of officials and the 
people about conditions'that make for 
public sanitation and therefore pub- 
lic health. 


Without mentioning, either names' 
: states or' cities In which she had 


been asked.'to make observations. Mrs. 
Crane told of the tracing'by her, in 
company with the health . officer and 
other city .officials;' to contaminated 
•water as, the direct' cause' of typhoid 
epidemics in a number of cities, 
fn 


several of these instances.the source 
of water:supply to the'city in-ques- 
tion was from 
artesian 
wells, but 


carelessness, poor sewerage andneglect 
of local conditions regarding other 
weljs and in drawing on the '• supply 
kept in case* of fires,;had -led to such 
contariimation of drinking water that 
there was 'no • question of . the 
• cause. 


The -indifference of the public to an 
investigation of the cause accounted 
partly for the conditions. -Mrs. Crane 
also told-of .-conditions in almshouses 
she had visited that were too filthy 
to wholly relate, of the indignation 
that people felt towards her when sne 
reported 
the 
Investigation 
and the 


changes for -the 
better 
that were 


made-within forty-.eight. hours. 
The 


indifference of people of a community 
towards having the laws of sanitation 
observed- is one cause of trouble. The 
education of the people Mrs. Crane be- 
lieves is best made through" the edu- 
cation of children, especially in pub- 
lic - schools. 
"Magazine and 
newspa- 


per articles have overestimated my 
work in my-own city in stating that 
it 'is th£ 'cleanest' city in the coun- 
try. . There has been great improve- 
ment, but 
much 
of 
it 
has come 


through the interest in civic matters 
aroused 
irith'e youth of the 'public 


schools."' declared Mrs. Crane. 
The 


short tenure of office, the strife of 
political parties, illy paid officers and 
the general and prevailing indifference 
of; the people combine in making pos- 
sible conditions of injustice, wrong 
and insanitation. 


As one possible improvement Mrs. 


Crane suggested that the local water 
supply of a city should be under the 
control of the state board of'health: 
that the state health officer'should be 
the best prepared man for such a po- 
sition that could be found and that 
his salary should \;s high enough 'o 
make the office worth while to an edu- 
cated, capable and honest man.

Indianapolis, Feb. 
16.—Seekiny to 


abolish the'sale of Intoxicating- 'liquors 
throughout the- entire state by amend- 
ing the constitution .to prohibit the dig, 
tribuion of intoxicants, except under 
specified circumstances, Senator White, 
of Crawfordsville, republican, yeater- 
day introduced a joint-resolution for 
state-wide prohibition. The resolution 
was referred to th« committee on con- 
stitution revision and, withlhe bill for 
Governor Marshall's proposed new con- 
stitution and the bill introduced by 
Senator Wood to call a constitutional 
convention, probably will be acted up- 
on in a. few d<tys. 


The resolution reads: 


A joint resolution to amend the 


state constitution in relation to in- 
toxicating liquors. 


Sec. 1. 
Be it enacted by the 


general assembly of the state of In- 
diana, that 1,here be added to the 
state constitution, Art. 17, to read as 
follow*: Art. 17, Sec. 7—The manu- 
facture, sale or keeping for gale in 
this state of spirituous, vinous, malt 
or other intoxicating liquors; except 
.for .medicinal,.^scientific, 'mechanical 
and sacramental-purposes, a re-here- 
by prohibited. 


Sec. 2. That this amendment Is 


hereby agreed to and referred to the 
general assembly elected at the next 
general election..
